Behavior of American Troops In the 
Face of Awful Death. 


One of the most remarkable events 
In the annals of American arms oc 
curred at Fort Crook, Neb., the other 
day when a tornado struck the place,

“When the officers realized that a tor­ 
nado had struck the post 600 men of 
the Sixth regiment were brought to 
battalion formation and In the midst 
of flying slate roofs and other debris 
they were marched across the parade 
ground to the substantial buildings, 
where they were put ‘at rest,’ and took 
to the cellars. The fort was damaged 
to the extent of $100,000." 
History and fiction alike have dwelt 
upon the dauntless spirit of men who 
have manifested their willingness to 
charge the gates of heil or scale the

ror, and that the intensity of the light 
is so great that it is impossible to situ 
accurately at the projector. 
Another 
advantage claimed for the new mir­ 
rors is that they are not fractured by 
concussion, and that even when pen- 
erated by bullets the area of diatom 
tion is very small.

German Public Schools. 
According to the last official reports 
there are 61,198 public schools in Ger­ 
many, attended by 9,779,356 pupils, or 
94 per cent, of all German children of 
school age, leaving only six per cent. 
of all other schools, including home 
training. Since 1901 the school attend- 
ance shows an increase of 9.1 per cent 
During the same time male teachers 
show an increase of 10.6 per cen t and 
female teachers an increase of 30.5 per 
cent. 
The annual average cost per 
pupil for public school education has 
increased from $11.20 in 1901 to $12.86 
in 1906. 
The average number of pu­ 
pils to each teacher was 58 in 1906, 
some having as high as 85 pupils and 
others as low as 33.

;he glass. A new 
metallic 
mirror, 


made partly by electro-deposition, la 
being Introduced. The mirror has a 
lurface composed of alternate bands 
ir rings of gold and white reflecting 
iurfaces. It is claimed that this mlr- 
or gives a more penetrating beam of 
ight, both at night 
and in foggy 


weather; that objects on which such 
a beam of light is thrown stand out 
n greater relief than 
in

hrown from a silver white metal mir- 
or, and that the Intensity of the light 
s so great that it is impossible to aim 
ceurately at the projector.

advantage claimed for the new mlr- 
ors Is that they are not fractured by

Since 1901 the school attend- 
ance shows an Increase of 9.1 per cent 
During the same time male teachers 
show an increase of 10.6 per cent, and 
fnmale teachers an increase of 30.5 per 
cent. 
The annual average cost i 


pupil for public school education has 
increased from J11.20 in 1901 to $12.86 
in 1906. The average number of pu- 
pils to each teacher was 58 In 1908, 
some having as high as 85 pupils and 
others as low as 33.

Behavior of American Troops In th« 


Face of Awful Death. 


One of the most remarkable events 


in the annals rof American arms oc- 
curred at Fort Crook, Neb., the other 
day when a tornado struck the place. 
As the dispatches tell the story: 
"When the officers realized that a tor- 
nado had struck the post 600 men of 
the Sixth regiment were brought to 
battalion formation and In the midst 
of flying slate roofs and other debris 
they were marched across the parade 
ground to the substantial buildings, 
where they were put 'at rest,1 and took 
to the cellars. The fort was damaged 
to the extent of 1100,000." 


History and fiction alike have dwelt 


upon the dauntless spirit of men who 
have manifested their willingness to 
"charge the gates of ben or scale the 
heights of heaven," but doubtless no 
better illustration of this spirit was 
ever given than when this devoted 
band of American soldiers at Fort 
Crook formed ranks to "do or die" to* 
gether In the face of a resistless tor- 
nado, says the Kansas City Journal. 


Those who have never viewed 
the 


fury of one of these terrible outbursts 
of the angry elements cannot imagine 
the dreadful reality of the scene, with 
the heavens blacker than night, the 
darkness intensified by blinding flash- 
es of lightning, the terrors of the 
storm multiplied by 
the 
terrific 


crashes of heaven's artillery, and the 
air ailed with swirling clouds which 
hide all else but the awful figure of 
death, the ghastly funnel-shaped cloud 
which makes gigantic leaps along the 
ground, uprooting trees and whirling 
houses, animals and human beings 
through the air on the wings of the 
death-dealing wind. 


It Is a sight to appall the stoutest 


heart and to cause the human mind to 
realize the utter impotence of man In 
the presence of angry nature. The 
charge of the Six Hundred at Balak- 
lava was a trivia! incident of military 
duty compared with the steadfast dis- 
cipline of the 600 American soldiers at 
Fort Crook, who coolly formed In line 
and biaved 
the 
tornado's fury 
aa 


though ic were a matter of mere rou- 
tine duty. 


Metallic Mirrors. 


The production of metallic mirrors 


for searchlights and other such uses 
is now In demand in Europe. Those 
made of glass, now used, are objec- 
tionable owing to their liability 
to 


fracture v/hen the .guns are 'fired on 
ships, and to the silvering on the mir- 
rors blistering and separating from 
the glass. A new metallic mirror, 
made partly by electro-deposition, is 
being introduced. The mirror has a 
surface composed of alternate bands 
or rings of gold and white reflecting 
surfaces. It is claimed that this mir- 
ror gives a more penetrating beam of 
light, both at night 
and 
in 
foggy 


weather; that objects on which such 
a beam of light Is thrown stand out 
in greater relief than 
In 
a light 


thrown from a silver white metal mir- 
ror, and that the Intensity of the light 
Is so great that it is impossible to aim 
accurately at the projector. 
Another 


advantage claimed for the new mir- 
rors is that they are not fractured by 
concussion, and that even when pen- 
erated by bullets the area of distor- 
tion is very small. 


German Publlp Schools. 


According to the last official reports 


there are 61,198 public schools in Ger- 
many, attended by 9,778,356 pupils, Of 
94 per cent, of all German children of 
school age. leaving only six per cent, 
of all other schools, including home 
training. Since 1901 the school attend- 
ance shows an increase of 9.1 per cent. 
During the same time male teachers 
show an increase of 10.6 per cent, and 
fomale teachers an increase of 30.5 per 
cent. 
The annual average cost j,er 


pupil for public school education has 
increased from J11.20 in 1901 to »12.86 
In 1906. The average number of pu- 
pils to each teacher was 58 In 1908, 
some having as high as 85 pupils and 
others as low as 33.
